DINOSAURS ON THE LAND 


A ti lend of ours has a pet ques­ 
tion he likes to spring on a group 
when conversation lag*. Out of a 
clear sky he will say: “What do 
you 
read 
a 
newspaper with?” 
Dead silence will 
ensue. One wag 
Is then likely to 
say, “w i t h my 
glasses.’* Another 
will say, “with 
curiosity” 
a n d 
s t i l l another— 
“w 1 1 h forebod­ 
ing.” 
The 
an­ 
swer my friend 
always hopes to, 
and seldom does, 
get 
is — “w i t h 
thoughtfulness.’ 
He has the idea that most of us 
do not consciously try to measure 
the effect of great events upon our 
own lives, and that we do not plan 
as well as we should, accordingly. 
Ifs something like the rocking- 
chair idea we’ve talked about in 
this column before 
Would you be surprised to hear 
that the newspapers of the nation 
have been devoting columns and 
columns, every day, to the idea 
that the family farm is the hope 
of the country? To be sure, those 
actual words have not been used. 
The headlined topic of all those 
articles was the production prob­ 
lem of the national defense pro­ 
gram And always the refrain was 
labor, labor, labor 
I-abor has to come frftm some­ 
where 
Putting all the unem­ 
ployed to work im t going to be 
enough 
The coll will go out, the 
wages will be attractive 
And the 
farmers who have built their pro­ 
grams around hired labor will be 
left either without any help at all, 
or will be under the necessity of 
paying for it at a rate that will 
hack-breaking 


The thoughtful man does not 
find it hard to roe that the prop­ 
erly equipped family farm is in 
a sweet position when compared 
to the so-called commercial farm. 
Let the man with the family farm 
be 
as 
cold-blooded 
about 
his 
methods as the commercial farmer 
has been, and we ll lay our bets 
on the family farm every time. 
The family unit is the natural 
farm unit. 
It is made up of peo­ 
ple that are of the land, and not 
just on the land 
It can have ail 
the strengths of commercial farm­ 
ing without the inherent weak­ 
nesses that show up when there 
is a real shortage of labor in the 
country 
Isn’t it time to ask ourselves 
whether we have been missing the 
point when we have concluded 
that the apparent strength of com­ 
mercial farming was bigness The 
dinosaurs were big. too, but they 
were very vulnerable, and they 
didn t last. 
They dominated the 
prehistoric scene just so long as 
conditions were right 
But other 
kinds of animal life had what it 
took to adjust themselves to m a­ 
jor changes. 
They not only lived 
through, but thrived 
The family farm is the kind of 
unit that can quickly adjust itself 
to changing conditions, and it can 
thrive if it will adopt methods to 
meet 
the conditions. 
In other 
words, the emphasis now should 
be on methods. The dinosaur was 
a one-idea animal 
He was in­ 
flexible. 
He couldn't be bothered 
to change 
his 
ways 
In 
plain 
words, he didn t want to be mod­ 
ern, so he became extinct. 
No, the family unit is irapreg- 
lable, if 
! It contains within 
itself the capacity both to manage 
and to operate, to sustain itself 
and also to provide a real surplus 
of produce for the national need; 
to profit and also to get substan­ 
tial and lasting enjoyment from 
the fruits of its labors. The fam­ 
ily unit is impregnable, if—if ii 
will make itself efficient in the 
managements of its acres. That is 
the one thing it tan learn from 
the commercial farm operation. 
Sow that efficiency in the warm 
;oil of a man s own land; cultivate 
it with family solidarity, and the 
harvest will be as certain as sun­ 
shine after rain

The almond is not only one of the 
first trees th a t man selected from 
the wild and transplanted to his g a r­ 
dens and orchards; it 
aim one of 
tile most versatile. 
New uses are 
still developing and as they do, the 
nut breeder is faced w ith the job of 
developing new varieties or im prov­ 
ing old ones specially adapted to the 
new use, says Milo N. Wood, almond 
breeder of the U. S. D epartm ent of 
Agriculture. 
Some almonds are grown as o rn a­ 
mentals— far their flowers and with­ 
out regard to fruit quality. 
I hen* 
are bitter almonds and sweet 
al­ 
monds. 
Some of the uses listed by 
Wood 
include: 
medicinal prepara 
tions, 
cosmetics, 
perfumes, 
and 
soaps; in confectionery and for e a t­ 
ing as nuts. 
Almonds are m arketed 
in the shell, shelled as whole kernels, 
and divided into all sizes from brok­ 
en kernels to almond flour. 
Almond products include the oil. 
the presscake, m od, emulsion, and 
powder. 
Green 
almonds 
are 
re ­ 
garded as a delicacy in some coun­ 
tries, and they are also pickled. K it 
nebs are eaten raw. 
blanched 
and 
salted, roasted, toasted, sugared, and 
sometimes fried. 
Almond paste, al­ 
mond confection, and almond bu tter 
are products from the grinding of 
the kernel and the extraction of more 
or less of the oil.

listiict*. These letters also tended to 
nrove th a t investigators w ere turn

' ould be supporting their parents. 
Ut bough Director Murchison insisted 
ability of children to care for their 
fathers or m others was not to b< 
ken into consideration. One thing 
the hearing certainly brought ou 
was that com plaints from aged per­ 
sons mailed to the dep artm en t head­ 
qu arters in Austin have, in the past, 
been promptly mailed hack to the in­ 
vestigator 
from

came. In other words, a complaint 
about the investigator was alway* 
given back to that very self-same in­ 
vestigator for reference w ithout oth-

This was considered a 
major victory for the trucking peo­ 
ple, due to the fact that heretofore 
they have never been able to get a 
truck load limit bill out of the com ­ 
mittee on to the floor where it could 
he debated.

Medina County homemakers, and 
“lawn growers” will be interested in 
knowing that St. Augustine grass is 
becoming more popular as a lawm 
grass. 
But, cautions R. R. Lancas- 
ter. Extension Service Pasture Speci­ 
alist for Texas A. & M. College, such 
a lawn can be had only by planting 
pieces of sod. 
Seed of St. Augustine 
grass is not available. 
The usual practice of plowing ma­ 
nure into the soil preparatory to set­ 
ting out cuttings of the grass, Lan- 
eastei explains, seems to be inadvis­ 
able in that it makes conditions fav­ 
orable for the growth of a fungus 
known as brown patch. 
It would be 
better to apply approriate 
commer­ 
cial fertilizer and turn this under be­ 
fore planting.
